The preseirt invention relates to a slimming composition containing theanine and one more component 
selected from the group comprising caffein,genistein,L-camitme and catechm. 

Dl discloses the effect of deitary powdered green tea(PGT) and theanine on serum cholesterol level 
and serum triglyceride. According to Dl, serum choloesterol and triglyceride levels are sigmficantly 
suppressed by PGT and theanine. 

D2 discloses Hiat genistem inhibits triglyceride accumulation by increasing the Upolysis. 
D3 discloses a slimming liposome containmg caffeine and L-camitine. 

D4 discloses that carnitine reduces the concentration of triglycerides and total cholesterol m serum and 
suggests that addition of carnitine may hnprove the lipid metaboUsm in obesity. 

ofdiscloses that tea catechin is beneficial to the suppression of diet-induced obesrty by stmiulatron of. 

dJS^SIT^Sc hiteracti^^ between catechin and caffeme to augment sympathetic stimulation 
of adipose tissue tiiennogenesis.

1. Novelty 

Since none of these cited documents disclose a. slimming composition containing theanine and 
one more component selected from the group comprising caffeine, genistein. carnitine, and 
catechin. the subject matter of the present invention is novel over Dl to D6[PCT Article 
33(2)]. 

2. Inventive Step 

In Dl theanine and PGT are disclosed as suppressing serum cholesterol and triglyceride 
level. D5 discloses that Catechin is a responsible component for the anti-obesity effect of 
green tea, ^d D2.D3. D4 and D6 disclose the anti-obeSity effect of genistein, caffeine, .and L 
•carnitine:. Accordingly.- a pfersori skjUed in the art could combine thfeanine. caffeine, genisteirt. . 
■ t-parmtine apid'catechjH.as a §ln^^ . ' y. 

Though the present invention describes that the claimed composition comes to haVe a 
synergic effect n^de by adding components having different mechanisms respectively, the 
composition of the present invention shows less effect than the resultant of the simple 
combination of theanine, caffeine, genistein and carnitine as shown in figure 5. Therefore, the 
subject matter of the present invention is considered to lack, an inventive steptPCT Article 
33(3)].
